American Affairs in England. 






Anxiety in England — Mediation Post- 
poned— Mr. Slidell ivith Ihe Em- 
peror-Lords Brougham and Palm- 
erston on the War— Distress In- 
creasing — Apprehensions of War 
with America— An Impressible 
Correspondent — Where are Re- 
serves? — English Politics — Canada. 

[Correspond,nce;of ihe New York T Ih f- ’ . ] 
London, Tutsdoy, July 1, 18(52. — The in- 
tensity oi the feeling of anxiety respecting 
the progress of the war in America felt 
over Efglaud, and scarcely lees in France, 
can bardiy be less than that ( xperienced in 
New York. It is the one great, absorbing 
subject of conversation. John Bull even 
i*e. : Hs from his customary unsocial hab- 
ito, and talks with bis neighbor iu a rail- 
way carriage or omnibus on this dreadful 
war. 

And he likes it less and less. He grows 
msre and more impatient, lie thinks that 
something ought to be done. If the Con- 
federates ure beaten— he never says rebels 
— he looks glum end sDcaks savagely. If 
the jrospeets of Gen McClellan seem dis- 
cout aging, he is in good spirits. If there 
is news of 6ome Southern success, be is de- 
lighted. The desite for interventiou cer- 
tainly increases. 

As' to the prospect, it depends upon the 
events of the present ennpaign. England 
can not act alone, and her hands are lied by 
a'l her possessions, while things remain as 
at present. France is engaged in Mexico, 
and if the settlement of the Government 
of that country is to be the preliminary of 
American independence, there is no burry. 
Still, it is certain that the Confederates in 
London are looking hopefully to Paris, and 
it is said that Mr. Slidell, within a few da\ s 
has been accorded a long and confidential 
interview with the Emperor at the Hotel 
Persiguy. Perhaps it was about the to- 
bacco. 

The nervous desire that something may 
be done breaks out every lew days iu Par- 
liament. Last night Lord Brougham rose 
in the 1L use of Lords and denounced the 
war bitterly as he only can. He bad been 
the lriend of America — he had been called 
the partisan of Jefferson and the Attorney 
General ot Madison; hut ali the evils and 
horrors a>f slavery were not so bad as thi3 
war. He wanted it put a stop to — but how 
it was to be done his Lordship did not in- 
form us. His speech was a scolding, which 
will increase the public feeling against the 
North, and lessen Abolition sympathy. 

In the House, Lord Palmerston, m an- 
swer to an inquiry, said the Governments of 
England and France were most anxious to 
do something, but they could not see that 
the time had come for effectual interfer- 
ence. But the mere fact of the subject 
being brought up so often, shows the date 
of feeling. Lords and Commons are wait- 
ing lor the great battle before Richmond. 
England and JTr mce are waiting. 

The cotton famine aud distress grow 
visibly. The stock at Liverpool dwindles 
day by day. Supply there is none, and 
prospect very little. All the talk about 
India. Egypt, Tacaica or the Fiji Islands, is 
lutile. The Government will not protect 
cotton culture there, because it is commit- 
ted ta free trade ; aud capitalists will not 
embark In an enterprise which the end of 
the American w^, the submission of the 
South or otherwise, will ruin. So there is 
no help or hope. The war must be ended, 
or Laacasbiie mu t starve aud England be 
ruim d. It is my conviction that Parlia- 
ment cannot put off the consldeAtiou of 
h ■ crisis a month longer.

To.v spirits, we sespit in the' Times’ letter. 
We know when tin y arc rejoicing. A week 
ago the latest news left them in despair. 
The last steamer brought indications of re- 
viving hope. 

Some of the accounts by the last steamer, 
which brought New York papers to the 17th 
of June, indicate a longer protraction to 
Ihe siege of Kichmo’ d than previous advi- 
ces had indicated. If they can be relied 
upon, the losses of General McClellan’s 
army have been severe, and his force can 
scarcely be sufficient for the work it is ex- 
pected to accomplish. Where arc the re 
serves of the American army? Losses by 
battles, aid greater losses by sickness, are 
wasting the army, which is distributed 
over a vast area, while the Confederates 
concentrate for the defense of Richmond. 
I see no body of reserves from which 
flfty thsusand men can be sent to in- 
sure success or repair disaster. Is it in 
accordance with military science to risk 
• verything, or risk so much upon a single 
General or a single army corps? Nothing 
hut success, which may disarm any criti- 
cism, can justify such tactics. One can 
not help thinking of what would be the 
result if General McClellan was driven out 
of the James river valley, as General Banks 
was driven out of the Shenandoah. But 
these are useless speculations anywhere, 
and may seem ridiculous, wiitten, as they 
may be, alter the great event has been de- 
cided. 

If the patriotic people of the North have 
been disappointed at the leeliDg of Eng- 
land about the war, none, probably, are so 
much so as the ultra Abolitionists. They 
expected sympathy from the well knowu 
abolition sentiment of Englind, but I doubt 
if there is any part of America, north of 
Mason and D xon’s, where they have less. 
The feeling of the influential classes here 
is eminently conservative. The party of 
Sumner and Gretly has very little support, 
aud that not of a kind to puff them up with 
vanity. The party that, seeks to restore 
the Union and Constitution as they were 
before secession, is respected, though there 
are not many who believe, even now, that 
it can ever be accomplished. 

The state of politics here is one of simple 
stagnation. The Government is not strong 
enough to venture upon any bold action; 
the Opposition is prralyzed by a want of 
unity among, orot conlidence in its leaders; 
the financial condition is perplexing in the 
present and discouraging in prospective; 
tue authorities are all at sea w ith the Navy, 
and all ashore with their fortifications, or, 
if yon prefer, vice versa. It Lord Derby 
were enterprising, if D’lsraeli could in- 
spire as much confidence in his integrity 
asadmira'ion for his genius, if Mr. Cow- 
per w ould pull in traces, it the prospect 
was pi asant for any administration, I 
should expect a change. As it is, Palmer- 
ston is the roan for the crisis, when nothing 
is needed but a masterly inactivity, aud a 
Micawberish waiting for something to turn 
up. 

A word of Canada. This province, du- 
ring the Trent excitement, was in high fa- 
vor; but it has lost prestige, that in spite 
of the war and the prospcc . of high taxes, 
more emigrants go to the United States 
than to all the British colonies, while 
Canada receives a small proportion. When 
Canada was England's most important 
colony it was different. Now people talk 
more of Australia, Brill th Columbia, New 
Zelund, Tasmania aod Port Natal than of 
Canada. Were it not a matter of pride to 
protect a dependent province, and preserve 
the integrity of the Empire, you might 
absorb the few hundred thousand people 
north of you and welcome. Few here 
would miss, or care for Canada. It is not 
even an eligible country for emigrating 
governesses, for whom there is a fair to 
middling demand in other directions— it 
being uudersiood that the amiable crea- 
tures shall 6tand ready to marry at the first 
eligible offer, to make sure ot pupils.

The Morgan Raid— Cynth ana At. 
tacked— A Pa-senger Train llnrcly 
Escapes — Captain Glass Reported 
Killed aud llisGun Captured — An- 
other Bridge Burned— Rebels Me- 
nacing Fa I mouth — A Gang of G uer- 
rillas at Verona, 18 Miles from 
Covington, 

fFrcni the Clrclauatl Gazette.] ■ 

The messenger of the Adams F.x;'rpss 
Company, who left this city yesterday 
morning, on the Covington road, for Lex- 
ington, returned last evening, and gives 
us the following statement: 

The train reached Cyuthiunu at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and was detained by 
order of Col. Landram, commanding that 
point, until 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Captain Gliss, with his cannon, was on 
board this train. About 4 o’clock three 
battalions of cavalry were seen approach- 
ing from the east, w'est aud center cf the 
town, and one of these parties fired ou the 
train. Some sixteen shots struck the ex- 
press ear. The messenger laid down on 
the floor and protected himself behind his 
safe. 

Captain Glass at once hal his cannon, 
ammunition aDd horses disembarked r.ud 
he started over to the west side of the town 
where Co!. Landram had bisinfiutry ( ; ned. 
The messenger doi s not believe Capl. ’ ’ : - - > 
was killed, although it. was so >re[ -ted. 
The train was immediately backed down 
and started for Covington. When it reached 
Boyd’s Station, the conductor telegraphed 
for orders, and he was instructed to return 
to Covington. As the train left Boyd's it 
was fired on by a party iu ambush. 

The following is another version of the 
affair. 

At tour o’clock yesterday afternoon, Mr. 
Fulton, Superintendent of the Kentucky 
Central Railroad, was advised by a dispatch 
from Lieut. Col. Landram, conimandiug at 
Cyuthiaua, that Morgan, with a foree esti- 
mated at fifteen hundicdmen.was between 
that place aud Paris, menacing bothTowus. 
About an hour later, the operator at Cyn- 
thiina telegraphed that Morgm’s men bad 
made a furious attack upon the place, and 
that he was ordered to remove his instru- 
ments. Nothing further was heaid iroin 
him, the rebels having cut the wires a few 
minutes afterward. At half past 5 o’clock, 
the dowu passenger train passe.l Boyd’s 
Station, which is six miles this side of 
Cyuthiana. Conductor Vandyne telegraphed 
Mr. Fulton that he remained at Cyuthiaua 
as long as safety would permit, when he 
moved off amidst a shower cf bullets. He 
thought the chances wereagainst the Union 
forces. The bridge over Elkhorn Creek, 
about seven miles north of LexinfctoD, was 
destroyed by the rebels yesterday afternoon. 

At dark last evening information was re- 
ceived in Covington that a force of one 
hundred and forty rebels was encamped at 
a place called Veroua, iu Boone county, 
within eighteen miles of Covington. It 
was also rumored that the enemy had iu 
vested F'almouth, which is on the rsi road 
thirty-nine miles from the city, and that 
they would probably burn iho railroad 
bridge at that point last night. 

The Mayor, we learn, received a dispatch 
lost evening, which rejKjrts the loss ot the 
cannon and the capture of the town, but 
does not mentiou the death nff Captain 
Glass. 

Our reporter left Covington at midnight 
la9t night. The town was quiet, and the 
telegraph office had closed.. They had no 
confirmation of the capture owCynthiaua 
or the death ofCapt. Glass.

That It ever could have been miscon- 
ceived as it has been by some portions of 
the Northern press is wonderful, and would 
lead one to exclaim with the Jew, “O, 
Father Abraham, what these Christians are, 
whose own hard dealings teach them to 
suspect the thoughts ot others.” 

What was the state of things to which 
the Woman order applied? 

We were two thousand five hundred men 
in a city seven miles long by two to four 
wide, of a hundred and fifty thousand in- 
habitants, aU hostile, bitter, defiant, explo- 
sive; standing literally on a magazine: a 
spark only needed for destruction. The 
Devil had entered the hearts of the women 
of tnis towD, (you know seven of them 
chose Mary Magdalen for a residence,) to 
stir up strife in every way possible. Every 
opprobious epithet, every insulting gesture 
was made by these bejcwelcd.becrinolined 
and laced creatures, calling themselves la- 
dies, toward my soldiers aud officers, from 
the windows of houses and in the streets. 
How long do you suppose our flesh and 
blood could have stood this without retort. 
That would lead to disturbances and riot, 
from which we must clear the streets with 
artillery — and then a howl that we had mur- 
dered these fine women. I had arrested 
the men who hurrahed for Beauregard. 
Could I arrest the women? No. What 
was to be done? No order could be made 
save one that would execute itself. With 
anxious, careful thought I bit upon this: 
‘‘Women who insuit my soldiers are to be 
regarded and treated as common women 
plying their vocation.” 

Pray bow do you treat a common woman 
playing her vocation iu the streets? You 
pass her by unheeded. She cannot insult 
you! As a gentleman you can and will take 
no notice of her. If she speaks, her words 
are not approbrious. It is only when she 
becomes a continuous aud positive nuisance 
that y on call a watchman and give her in 
charge to him. 

But some of the Northern editors seem 
to think that whenever one meets such a 
woman, one must stop her, talk with her, 
insult her, or hold dalliance with her, and 
so from their own conduct they construed 
my order. 

The editor of the Boston Courier may so 
deal with common women, and out of the 
abundance of the heart his mouth may 
spunk — but so do uot I. 

Why, these she adders of New Orleans 
themselves were at once shamed into pro- 
priety of conduct by the order, aud from 
that day no woman has either insulted or 
annoyed any live soldier or officers and of 
a certainty no soldier has insulted any 
woman. 

When I passed through Baltimore on the 
23 J of February la6i, members of my Staff 
were insulted by the gestures of the ladiee 
(?) there. Not so in New Orleans. 

One of the worst possible of ail these 
women showed disrespect to the remains 
of the gallant young DeKay, and you will 
6ee her punishment, a copy of the order 
which I enclose is at once a vindication 
and a i onstruction of my order.

In the House of Commons, June 30, Mr_ 
Hopwood inquired whether the British 
government intended to tjke any steps to 
endeavor to put an end to the civil war in 
Vmerica, and Lcrd Palmerston replied as 
follows: 

‘I trust I need not assure the honorable 
member and the ILuse that her majesty's 
government are deeply sensible of the suf- 
lcringo now existing in the manufacturing 
districts. We know that the nrl rations in 
those districts arc great, and also that those 
who suffer them have endured them with 
the most heroic fortitude and patience 
( hear, hear), thus doing the greatest pcssi 
Die credit to their understanding and intel- 
ligence. They know that the sufferings 
which they endure have not resulted from 
any bad legislation or any misconduct on 
the part of the government of the country. 
They know they are caused by circumstan- 
ces in other countries over which we have 
no control Hear, hear.) Iler majesty’s 
government would be most happy If it were 
iu their power to do anythin': which would 
be likely to aff ord relief to those unhappy 
classes ot the population But 1 am sure 
the House will see that anything like inter- 
ference with the war now going on would 
only aggravate still more the sufferings of 
those now under privation. (Hear.) With 
respect to mediation aDd good offices, there 
is no doubt whatever that both he- majes- 
ty’s government and the government ot the 
Emperor of the French would be delighted 
to avail themselves of any opportunity 
that appeared to offer a fair prospect that 
such a step would be attended with success. 
But iu the present state of the contest, 
while the two parties 6ecm animated with 
the most vehement anger aod rerentmeut 
against each other, I am afraid that aDV 
proposal of that kind would not be well 
limed, and would be sure to meet with ob- 
jections on both sides If. however, at any 
time, a different state of thiugs should arise, 
and a fair opening appear for any step 
which might be likely to meet will the ac- 
quiescence of the two parties, it would be 
uot only our duty to offer our cervices, but 
would afford us the greatest possible pleas 
ure to do so. (Hear, hear.)’ 1 



Letter from Hon. C. A. V icklitfe.

Fears of a Draft— Stampede from 
Maine to Canada. 

The Correspondent of the Boston Trav.

EPIGRAMS. 



Some of tbe TVitty Sayings of Witty 
fflen. 

It would be difficult to give a better defi- 
nition of the word epigram than that con- 
veyed in Martial’s famous couplet: 

"An epigram is lik^ a bee— a thing 
Of little size, with honey and a sting.” 
Martial was, himself, one of the most 
successful epigrammatists that ever lived; 
but ns he w rote in Latin, the points of his 
best efforts have been lost in the transla- 
tion. Barns does not seem to have thought 
much of Elphinstoue’s attempt to render 
Martini’s soul positions into English; for, 
on being handed a volume, the result ol it, 
he perpetrated oa the fly leaf the follow) 
ing: 

() thou, whom posy abhors, 

Whom prose bus t.irneo out of doors, 

Ileurd'rt thou that groan? proceed no furher; 
’Twas laurelled Martial roaring ‘imirthci!’ ” 
Serious epigrams were formerly more 
popular than comic ones; the reverse is 
how the ease. There is not, probably, in 
the English language a verse which has 
been so extensively imitated as Dryden’s 
tribute to Milton. Iudeed, it is not un- 
ti6‘.ta! to find scholars of no mean attain- 
ments forgetting the real author and al- 
aributlng It to an imaginary one. It is 
worth reproducing: 

Three poets, in three distant ages born, 

Greece, Italy and England did adorn; 

The first iu loftiness of thought surpassed, 

The next in majesty, in both the last. 

The force of nature could no further go; 

To form a third she joined the f jrrner two. 

A Latin jeu d'esprit of Thomas Wharton, 
which was written to be placed under a 
statue of Somnus, is tbus turned into Eng- 
lish by Wolcot, aDd has been called a gem: 
dome, gentle sleep: attend thy votary's prayer, 
And though death's image to my couch repair* 
How sweet though lifeless, yet with life to lie. 
And without dying, O how sweet to die ! 

Montgomery once wrote au epitaph for a 
monument which . was to be erected over 
the grave of three little innocents. As it is 
essentially au epigram we print it : 

Bold infldelity ! turn pale and die, 

Beneath this stone t liree infants' ashes lie; 

Say, are they lost or saved ? 

If death's by sin, they stnu'd because they’re 
here; 

If Heaven's by works, in Heaven they can’t .ap- 
pear - 

Reason ! Oh, how depraved ! 

Revere the sacred page, the knot's untied; 

Tbev died, for Adam sinu'd — they live, for 
Jesus died. 

B lileau used to say that the best epi- 
grams originated in conversation; and of 
all of his own, of which he wrote enough 
to fill a volume, he gives the preference 
to the following : 

Here lies my wife, and heaven knows, 

Not more for mine than her repose. 

Allan Ramsay, whose ‘‘Gentle Shepherd” 
is so much adinir d, having been banded au 
orange by the Counters of Aboyne, ac- 
knowledged it in these happy terms: 

Now, Priam's son, thou may’Btbe mule, 
For I can proudly vie with thee; 

Thou to the fairest gave the fruit. 

The fairest gave the fruit to me. 

Sir Jonah Barrington tells of an eccentric 
literary man who imagined he was born 
with a peculiar knack for makiog epigrams. 
The editors of the periodicals of his time, 
however, did uot seem to appreciate his 
fancied vocation; and, were it not for Sir 
Jouah.it is doubtful whether any of his 
favorite productions would ever see the 
light of print. This is a specimen of the 
eccentric gentleman’s ability as a be’, esprit:

I see no sunthlne in those eyes, 

They take me all by storm. 

Oliver Goldsmith, during his “literary 
vagabondage,” wrote a levf epigrams, some 
of which have been omitted from his works. 
It is 6ald that he peoned this at oue of tne 
Loudon taverns, and handed it to a friend, 
by way of a practical joke: 

It in a maxim iu the schools 
That women always doaton fools: 

If so. dear Jack, I’m sure your wile 
Must love you ns she does her life. 

On a lly-leaf of on 3 of Shakspeare’s 
plays these lines were discovered some 
years ago, in the green room of an English 
theater: 

Shakspearc, ’tis said bv some, stole deer; 

Oh. shame!— I don't believe the story; 

Yet harts are deer, and hearts he stole. 
Which makes his theft liis dearc st glory. 

In the present age epigrams are numer- 
ous enough; aud, as before intimated, lean 
to the comic side of thiugs. About a year 
ago a reportorial wag of the Evening Post 
altered jm old epigram to euit the title of 
“Wall street,” and had it printed as origi- 
nal in these columns. The plagiarism was, 
however, speedily discovered. In noticing 
it, a contemporary remarked that our re- 
porter’s version was different, in other res- 
pects than the title, from the original. This 
is a mistake. The stolen lines were spoken, 
impromptu, by the eminent Englishman 
James Smith, and were soon answered by 
Sir J. Clirk. We reprint them: 

CRAFT. 

At the top of the street the lawyers abound, 
And down at the bottom the barges are found; 
Fly, honesty, fly. from such a rctrea , 

For there’s craft in the river, and craft in the 
street. 

To which Clark replied:

Comic epigrams are becoming so numer- 
ous tLat it would require more space than 
is at our disposal to chronicle even the best 
of them— aud some of them are very good.

He says Morgan treated him 
with poiitesess, and also r.-ported that both 
bridges at Keller’s and Kimbrough’s are 
burned. 

A soldier also came into Boyd’s and says 
Morgan’s men tired two rounds after the 
surrender. Cant. Arthur’s coomany, from 
Newport, are afhkilled or prisoners. The 
excitement in Newport and Covington is 
very high aud increasing. The ci iztns are 
organizing rapidly for defence. The New- 
port Provost Marshal arrests ail sympa- 
thisers to-day. 

[Special Dispatch tc the Cincinnati Commercial ) 
Washington, July 17.— Rev. M. D. Con 
way, ol Cincinnati, is here providing for 
the welfare of Iff s fathei ’s slaves, 2D in num- 
ber, who, by the fortune of war, have es- 
caped from Fredericksburg, and are among 
the contrabands in charge ‘ of the Govern- 
ment. He designs removing them to a 
country town in Ohio, where they ruay 
have a chance to improve their condition 
aud take care ol themselves. Mr. Conway, 
seDior, is a leading rebel of Fredericks- 
burg. This is oae of the multitude of cu- 
rious incidents which the war constantly 
brings to light.

The sloop of war Brooklyn, which was 
the last in line, fell back, and did not fol- 
low tho fleet pasft the city. In doing so, its 
commander. Captain Craven, subjected 
himself' to the dispileasure of Commodore 
Farragut, who reprimanded him in tones of 
some severity. Captain Craven, who is one 
of the oldest and best 6eamen ia our navy, 
stood upon his dignity, and declared that 
he had fnlfilled orders to the letter. His 
directions, he asserts, were to leave no bat- 
teries unsilenetd behind him. He was un- 
der fire an hour longer than the rest of 
the fleet, and did not succeed iu silencing 
the batteries he engaged, in which he was 
not more unsuccessful thau the Commo- 
dore himself, aud aecordiugly dropped back 
to his original position. Tne censure im- 
plied in the Commodore's correspondence 
irritated him exceedingly, aud he applied 
for leave of absence, which was granted, 
and he came up the river yesterday, on his 
way to Washington.

Enelanil is sorely troubled respecting 
the future of the cotton supply. At last 
accounts there was only 213,27b bales in 
Liverpool, against 1,123, 000 at a correspond 
log date last year. Were the mills to run 
on full time every pound of cotton in Eng- 
1 ind would be used up in four weeks.— 
Wbat acds to the prevalent distress is the 
fact that India, so much relied upon, hes 
foiled utterly to meet the publi: expeetr 
tion that she would supply, partially at 
least, the deficiency occasioned by the loss 
of American cotton. Instead of sending 
more than usual to market there was afloat, 
at last accounts, of India cotton only 45 000 
bales, against 240,000 last year and 285,000 
in 1800. Ilunce the excitement in the 
Liverpool cotton market, and the distress, 
present and prospective, cf the manufac- 
turing districts. The past year was, on the 
whole, a prosperous one for Great Britain, 
as the profits on the French aud Italian 
accounts made up for the loss on exports 
to America. The coming year will wit- 
ness the effect of a cotton famine in Eng- 
land, for it is now very clear that no 
American cotton can possibly be made 
available for the commerce of the world 
before midwinter, if even then.

A Gallant Regrinent. 

[From the Richmond Dispatch.'] 

The Fifty-eighth Virginia Regiment had 
gone through General Jackson’s entire 
Valley campaign, being in every engage- 
ment, and always suffering heavily in pre- 
portion to its relative strength, having with 
in the last tony five days marched three 
hundred miles and fought almost every day 
in the brilliant campaign in the Valiev. — 
Upon their arrival upon the lint3 of lhe 
enemy on Thursday, the 27th, it found it- 
self with only two hundred and ten men 
to confront the enemy with on Friday, 
which resulted in the loss as stated above. 
The Fifty-eighth Virginia Regiment needs 
no eulogy; history aud her intrepid Gen- 
erals will do her justice. In the last two 
months the regiment has been attached to 
three different brigades, and at the present 
time without a General — ail having been 
wounded, vb.: General E Johrson, General 
Steuart, of Maryland, aud General Elsev 
White. The gallant General A6bby fell 
leading the regiment to the charge of the 
“Bucktails,” al Harrisonburg, routing them 
and capturing Lieut. CoL Kane, brother to 
the Arctic explorer. 

A correspondent speaks in the most 
glowing terms of the conduct of Lieut. Col. 
Beard. He says: 

“Amid-: volley after volley of leaden and 
iron hail, flyiue thick and fast around him, 
he wa3 constantly leading and encouraging 
his brave boys to 7ictory, in the face of ap- 
parent death. During the engagement his 
clothes were completely riddled, eight balls 
having struck them, but lie received no 
wounds. Col. I! sard has been with Gen. 
Jackson during the arduous campaigns in 
the mountains and Valley of Virginia, and 
has fully imbibed the spirit of the invinci- 
ble ‘Stonewall.’ 

••It will be highly gratifying to the nu- 
merous friends of this young Colonel to 
learn that he D yet sate, and many an ardent 
prayer will be effe: : t# the God of battles 
that be will bespai yd to return to the bosom 
of his affectionate family."

Wonderful Geological Discovery. 

Berlin Falls, Coos Co., N. II. I 
July 2d, 1882. ( 

To the Editor of the Button Transcript : — 
One of the most wonderful geological dis- 
coveries ever made in the region around 
the White Mountains has been brought to 
the notice of scientific men, and is now 
creating the lively interest that it3 im- 
portance would naturally demand. Its 
discovery settles several interesting ques- 
tions heretofore in dispute among anti- 
quarians and men of scientific attainments. 

Two young men residing in the village 
of Beilin Falls, named Frank Green and 
Daniel Blodgett, were sliding down the 
precipitous cliffs of a rugged mountain, two 
miles from Berlin Falls, and found the 
entrance to an euormeus cave, which was 
never known to exist before, and, fearing 
it might be the den or resort of bears, re- 
fused to enter it. A somewhat noted guide, 
whom travelers to this region will remem- 
ber (William D. Sanboin) heard of the 
wonderful cave, and resolved to enter it 
a la Ihitnam, and, therefore, weut in aud 
made a thorough exploration, by the use 
of candles to light his way. 

Finding a beautiful mineral of bright 
colors in the cave, he was somewhat 
astonished, and reported the fact. Mr. E. 
8. Brown, a mineralogist, then went to the 
cavern, and found the entire cave was 
formed of solid jisjxr, of magniiceat color 
and quality. . 

The entrance to the ca7e is so small that 
a man oau barely enter it, on hands and 
knees; but it immediately grows larger 
and widens, and about ten feet from the 
entrance is nine feet high and fifteen feet 
wide, opeuing into a flue apartment sixty 
feet in length, formed of jasper of a delicate 
blue and ash color, striked with fire red, 
and looking like striped' ribbons on a girl’s 
bonnet. Its exquisitely beautiful coloring 
and texture, would call forth an exclam:, 
tion of surprise and pleasure from the dull- 
est! student of nature, when, by the bright 
light of a torch, ils beauty becomes appar- 
ent. No milliner's shop window ever dis- 
played such a sight as the Tarious colors of 
the jasper present when brought from the 
cave to the sunlight. 

An experienced mineralogist, John H. 
Goodal \ Esq., with other gentlemen, have 
just made a thorough exploration of the 
cavern, and now give to the world the re- 
sult of their labors. Prompted by a desire 
to learn the truth in retard to this wonder, 
I came here, and now communicate the 
facts to you for publication so that s-ieutific- 
men may go to the cave and make more 
thorough explorations than we have been 
able to do, for want of time. 

It is apparelt that this vein of jasper 
starts iu the precipitous hill, two miles 
northwest of Berlin Falls, and right bEsldC 
the track |of the Grand Trunk Railway, 
which all readeis know extends from I’or.- 
laod to Montreal. 

It runs through solid masses of granite 
in a N. N. and W. 8. W. direction, crop- 
ping out several times in a distance of two 
miles. Stratus granular quartz and flesh- 
co'ored feldspar occur, with occasional 
masses of argillaceous slate, all forming 
together a very interesting mineralogical 
region. A mile further east, very beauti- 
ful quartz crystals are found, and near the 
banks of the Androscoggin, which here 
rusbts tumultuously over the rocks, the 
valuable purple amethysts h3ve been found 
that have created so much wonder among 
mineralogists. A magnificent specimen 
lately exhibited iu the window of Bigelow 
Brothers, in Boston, was obtained here. 
Albite, Clevelanditc, iron and argentifer- 
ous galena have also been found. The 
thousands of White Mountain tourists who 
have visited the falls of the Androscoggin 
here at Berliu, know how bold and massive 
the granite looks a6 its rugged and craggy 
cliffs rise to the very clouds in all direc- 
tions around the falls. 

So much for the geological appearance 

01 the region around the newly discovered 
cive. Blit the wonders of the cave do 
not lay in the fact that it is formed of 60 ld 
jasper, but in the fact that the loug dispu- 
ted question is now settled where the 
Indiaus of New England got. their jas- 
per to make their arrows, which are found 
to this day all over the Eastern States. In 
Essex county, Mass., jasper occurs most- 
ly of a dull red color, and the Indians 
made arrows of this, but it has never been 
known where the jasper was found ot this 
blue color, of which so many arrows were 
made hundreds of years since, and which 
are now found in abundance all over Naw 
England. The question i3 now settled 
that they came from this cave. 

There can be no doubt that the Indians 
found this vein of j taper, and well knowing 
its value for flints (with which to strike 
fire) and arrows, they commenced, hun- 
dreds of years since, to chip off pieces, and 
continued the work until a cavern sixty feet 
in extent was cut out of the solid rocks of 
jasper, lor the sides and top of the cave all 
show that it has been chipped off in many 
thousands of places. 

That this was the work of the Indiaus 
there can be no doubt. Evidences of it are 
to be seen on every 6ide. In many places 
the vein of jasper has been cut to its inter 
section with the granite, and there the work 
suddenly stops, and there is no place where 
the granite is cut off. On the bottom of 
the cave a tomahawk and Indian are were 
found, and their form and shape show that 
they were used during ihe French and In- 
dian wars, when the P<.quawket8, Penna- 
cooks, and Androscoggin tribes on the 
south, and the St. Francois tribes oa the 
north, wandered up and down this beauti 
ful river, and here ou its banks arc traces 
of their camps now existing, and their ar 
rows, axes, aud olher implements are found 
in abundance. M. C. Forist, Esq., who 
keeps the excellent hotel beside toe falls, 
has evidences ol Indian antiquities that 
will give a new impulse to the scientific 
men of the country, now anxiously obtain- 
ing informa'ion concerning the aborigines. 
Geo'ogists and mineralogists will also make 
new discoveries here, and this region, which 
was a famous resort of Rev. Thomas Starr 
King, and so maDy other lovers of nature, 
will open new wonders as it becomes more 
and more thoroughly explored.

In 1700, died at Paris, literally of want, 
the well known banker, Ostervild. A few 
days prior to his death, he resisted the im- 
portunity of his attendant to purchase 
some meat for the purpose of making a 
little sonp for him. “True, I should like 
the soup,” said he, “but I have no appe- 
tite for the meat; what is to become of 
that? it will be a sadwnste.” This poor 
wietch died possessed of £125 000 sterling. 

Another desperate cafe was that of El- 
wes, whose diet and dress were alike of 
the most revolting kind, and whose prop- 
erty was estimated at £800,000. 

Daniel Dancer’s miserly propensities 
were indulged in to such a degree, that on 
one occasion, when at the urgent solicita- 
tion of a friend, he ventured to give a shil- 
ling to a Jew for an old hat “better as 
new,” to the astonishment of his friend, 
the next day he actually retailed it for 
eight pence. He performed his ablutions 
at a neighboring pool, drying himself in 
the snti to save tbe extravagant indul- 
gence of a towel; yet this poor mendicant 
had property to tbe amouDt of upward} of 
£o,000 per annum. 

The well known Nat Bently (alias Dirty 
Dick,) of London, was the victim not 
only of a craving for gold, but also for 
old iron. 

Another deplorable case might be cited — 
that of Thomas Pitt of Warickshire. It is 
reported that some weeks prior to tlu sick- 
ness which terminated his despicable ca- 
reer, be went to several undertakers in 
quest of a cheap coffin. Heleft2,475poun.1s 
ia tbe public funds. 

Sir William Smyth of Bedfordshire was 
immensely ricb. but most parsimonious 
and miserly in his habits. At seventy yeats 
of age. he was entirely deprived of his sight, 
unable to gloat over bis heaps of gold. He 
was persuaded by Taylor the celebrated 
oculist, to be couched, who was by agrei- 
ment to have sixty guineas if he restored 
his patient to any degree of sight. Taylor 
succeeded in his operation, and Sir William 
was enabled to read and write without the 
aid of spectides during the rest of his life. 
But no sooner was his sight restored, than 
the Baronet began to regret that his agre<- 
rnent had been for 60 large a sum. Ils 
thoughts were now to cheat the oculist. 
He pretendedthat be had only a glimmer- 
ing, and could see nothing distinctly; for 
which reason the bandage on his eyes was 
continued a month longer than the usual 
time. Taylor was deceived by these mis- 
representations, agreed to compound tbe 
bargain, and accepted twenty guineas in- 
stead of sixty guineas. At the time Taylor 
attended him, he had a large eatate, an im- 
mense amouxt in stocks, and 6,000 pounds 
iu the house. 

A miser of the name of Fo6cue, who had 
amassed enormous wealth by the most sor- 
did parsimony and discreditable extor 
tion, applied bis ingenuity to discover some 
effectual mode of biding his gold. W’ith 
great care and secrecy, he dug a deep cave 
in his cellar. To this receptacle for his 
treasure he descended by a ladder, and to 
the trap door he attached a spring lock, 
so that, on shutting, it would fasten of it- 
self. By and-by tne miser disappeared; in 
quiries were made, the house was search- 
ed, woods were explored, and ponds were 
dragged, but no Foscue could they find. — 
me time passed on; the house in which 
he had lived was sold, and the workmen 
were busily employed in its repair.

Interesting Foreign News, 



Indianapolis, July 18.— Dispatches to 
the Executive Depart'iuent to-night say the 
rebels have taken possession of Hender- 
son, Ky., captured Newburg, Ind., 22 miles 
below Evansville [Newburg is 10 miles 
above], and threatened Evansville. 

One Federal soldier was killed, 250 sick 
in hospital taken prisoners, 250 stand of 
arm6 c iptured, and all the hospitals de- 
stroyed at Newburg. 

Two citizens of Warrick county, who 
came over with the enemy, were killed by 
the citizens of Newburtr. 

Bagdad, Ky., July 18, 5 P. M — A soldier 
of the 77th Ohio Regiment has just arrived 
here from Cynthiana, haring left there at 
10 o’clock this morning, being a paroled 
prisoner. He states that T. R. Rankin in 
Cynthiana told him the killed and wounded 
on both sides would amount to about 150. 
Morgan released all the prisoners on parole. 
Two of his cavalry regiments were about to 
leave for Lexington "at nine o’clock in the 
afternoon. 

Col. Landrum was not taken prisoner.

No privileges cr immunities of war can 
apply to lawhss bands of individutls not 
lorming a paitof the organized forces of 
the enemy, nor, wearing tLe garb of sol- 
diers, and seeking aud obtaining safely on 
the pretext ol being peaceful citizens, steal 
out in the rear of the army, attack and 
murder straggling soldiers, molest teams of 
supplies, destroy railroads, telegraph lines 
and bridges, and commit outrages dis- 
graceful to civilized people and revolting to 

humanity. 

LvjI disposed persons, in ihe rear of our 
army, who do not themselves engag^ di- 
rectly in these lawless acts, give encour- 
agement by refusing to give information by 
which such acts can be prevented or the 
perpetrators punished. Iiie safety of the 
life aud property of all persons living iu 
the rear of our advancing army depend 
upon the maintenance of peace and quie* 
among themselves and upon the unmoicst- 
e i movements through their midst of all 
belonging to the military service. 

luey are to understand distinctly that 
the security of travel is their odI/ warrant

The Kiveii at this point commenced re- 
ceding yesterday, and was falling slowly 
during the day, with live feet Dine inches 
water in the canal last evening by the 
mark, and four feet stater in the pass on 
the falls. During the previous twenty-four 
hours the river had fallen fully lour inches, 
which is equal to one loot at Portland. 
The weather has been clear and very pleas- 
ant for this season of the year. 

At Pittsburg the river is falling, with less 
than four feet water in the channel by the 
t)icr mark. On Glass House Ripples there 
Is less than three feet water, and boats 
going up loaded have great difficulty iu 

f jetting over. Owing to this fact, boats 
eaving Pittsburg are enabled to take just 
■partial loads, with the hopes of filling up 
below. • ■ 

The river at Cincinnati continues to fall 
quite fast, with a little over thirteen feet 
■water in the channel. 

The Kentucky river is very low, and boats 
are not able to ascend that stream. Forces 
arc at work repairing the dams so thatthey 
will be in order by the lime the river again 
rises. 

The Cumberland river is falling with lets 
than two feet water on the shoals. No 
boats that are loaded are able to get over 
the shoals, and even without carg >es the 
lightest boats only are able to get over the 
shoals. The trade up Cumberland river is 
at an end for some time. Cotton is beiug 
sent to the shoals from Nashville in flats 
propelled by^rude oars, from whence U is 
transferred to steamboats. 

The Tennessee river at last accounts was 
Sailing, with only four leet water in the 
sffiauuel. None hut the lightest boats are 
now running iu that trade. 

fsgfThe big Grey Eagle has resumed her 
place iu the Henderson trade, and left for 
that place yesterday. 

r*r I’he Cottage cleared yesterday eve- 
ning for Florence, Alabama, with a good 
trip. 

The Cottage passed down for Ten- 
nessee river yesterday, having aboard 
eeventy-flve soldiers. 

The Silver Moon passed down for 
Memphis yesterday.
